IONTA, Mich., June 3.—(UN)—An

Thirteen men altogether, four of 
them known as killers, escaped this 
morning from the-state hospital for 
the insane. Two were captured soon 
afterward. <A third, John Milendez, 
2%. was caught near Sheridan, 20 
miles from the hospital, tonight. 
Sheriff Francis N. Waldo, of Mont- 
calm county, effected the capture.

As darkness settled over the usually 
peaceful hills with their rolling farms 
and wooded sections, Sheriff William 
Franch stationed his deputies, prison 
and hospital guards and volunteers 
at advantageous points. 

Some were in automobiles, others 
on foot.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—(4)—-

He promptly was warned that he 
must take the consequences, but it 
was not apparent tonight what those 
consequences would be.

Book Circulated 
By Reds Studied 
In Emory Class 


“The Communist Manifesto,” one of 
the alleged insurrectionary pamphlets 
whose circulation caused the arrest of 
four communists on a capital offense 
charge, was taught at Emory Uni- 
versity last year and will be used 
again next year, it was revealed Tues- 
day in a statement issued by J. Louis 
Engdahl, general secretary of the In- 
ternational Labor Defense. 

This publication, which was writ- 
ten by Karl Marx and Frederick En- 
gel 82 years ago has been studied by 
the Emory students in one class, ac- 
cording to Dean Edgar Johnson, of 
the Emory economic department, who 
considers it a necessary part in a 
thorough study of economics. 

Stating that Ann Burlak, Mary 
Dalton, Henry Storey and Gilmer 
Brady are now in jail for alleged cir- 
culation of this pamphlet, Engdahl 
asked in a statement issued Tuesday 
if Assistant Solicitor-General John 
Hudson would have a warrant sworn 
out for the arrest of Dean Johnson. 

In answer, Mr. Hudson said: “If 
the book is taught at Emory Uni- 
versity indictments should be return- 
ed, qualifying his opinion only to the 
extent that the doctrines of the book 
must be presented as the truth. Mr. 
Hudson, however, would not be able 
to prosecute any student or pro- 
fessor at Emory, since that institu- 
tion is in DeKalb county, outside his 
jurisdiction. 

Referring to the use of the book 
at the university, Engdahl said: “An 
interesting question raised is whether 
the workers of the state have the 
same right to read and study this im- 
portant document as well as the stu- 
dents of Emory University.” 

The question was answered whole- 
heartedly in the affirmative by Dean 
Johnson, in whose school the book is 
recommended as a part of the supple- 
mentary reading course attached to a 
class in social reform held every other 
year.

an Johnson said. 

“The Communistic Manifesto” was 
written by Marx and Engels in 1848. 
It has nevertheless remained a basic 
document of the revolutionary work- 
ing class movement the world over,” 
Engdahl said. 

Dean Johnson described the book 
as “a classic.” He said that in the 
main its doctrines were calculated 
to produce social reform by means of 
gradual changes, but added that au- 
thority for both evolutionary and 
revolutionary changes of government 
could be found in it. 

“It is a very interesting book,” 
“Not only do I 
suggest its use by the students of 
the class in social reform, but I re- 
quire it. It happens that we are not 
holding the class this year, but I have 
no intention of abandoning use of 
the book in future classes. 

“I might be more correct if I were 
to say, instead of that we ‘teach’ the 
book, that we ‘study’ it. We study 
it in the same way that other books 
and other theories are studied in the 


other departments of the university.”

Seen for Miles. 


NAPLES, Italy, June 4.—(Wed- 
nesday.)}—(UN) — Deafening explo- 
sions in Mt. Vesuvius were heard 
throughout the night and early hours 


this morning. 

The ancient volcano, rumbling the 
last few days, spouted incandescent 
ashes high into the darkness. The 
fiery display could be seen and heard 
for miles in every direction. 

Black ashes fell on the 
slopes of the mountain and over t 
countryside. 

The eruptive cone, in the middle 
crater, has been rising as a result 
of an accumulation of the ashes and 
small outflows of lava. Professor 
Alessandro Malladra, director of the 
Vesuvian observatory, in a com- 
munique to the press, suggested the 
immediate construction of  breast- 
works to prevent the possible flow of 
lava outside of “hell valley.” 

“Hell valley” is a gorge which 
often has been covered over by lava 
as the molten rock flowed from Mt. 
Vesuvius in devastating streams to 
the southeastward.

ago. 

Senator Hartis in his brief an- 
nouncement stated that he was asking 
to be returned on the record he has 
made during his 12 years in the sen- 
ate. Governor Slaton had no an- 
nouncement of his platform to make 
on Tuesday, but in a preliminary 
statement made some weeks ago of 
what his planks would be in case he 
entered the race, it was indicated that 
he would especially emphasize the 
‘keeping of the United States out of 
foreign entanglements.

The race for the senate’ brings two 
of the state’s best Known families into 
political opposition. ; 

Senator Harris is the son of 
Charles H. Harris, of Cedartown. His 
wife is the daughter of General Jo- 
seph Wheeler, the famous “Joe” 
Wheeler, Confederate cavalry leader. 

Mr. Harris was elected first to the 
senate in 1919, and was re-elected in 
1925. Prior to his election to that 
office he served as director of the 
United States census from 1913 to 
1915. From 1915 until 1919 he was 
federal trade commissioner. 

Mr. Slaton was born in Meriwether 
county on Christmas Day, 1 He 
attended the University of Georgia, 
and after being admitted to the bar 
became representative in the state leg- 
islature from Fulton county. He 
served in the lower house of the leg- 
islature from 1896 until 1909, when 
he was elected state senator, When 
president of the senate he was made 
acting governor with resignation in 
1912 of Governor Hoke Smith, he then 
was elected to that office. : 

It is expected that practically all 
of the candidates will shortly open 
up headquarters, most of them being 
located in Atlanta, and that the cam- 
paign will soon be under full head- 
way.

Forest Fires Roar 
On Despite Rains 


WINNIPEG, Manitoba, June 3.— 
(UN)—Light rains turned vast fires 
in the North woods into areas of hiss- 
ing steam tonight while the flames 


leaped almost unabated to new fronts 
and reports of the dead and the miss- 
ing filtered in. 


On three sides of Winnipeg, the 
north, the east and the. west, the 
flames turned thousands of acres of 
virgin timber into seared and black- 
ened waste. New fires in widely sepa- 
rated spots were reported almost 
hourly, while hundreds of volunteer 
firefighters fought almost in vain to 
check those already discovered. 


Five persons were believed to have 
been killed, almost a score more were 
reported missing, two towns were 
threatened With destruction, and mil- 
lions of dollars worth of timber, des- 
tined. for the great Canadian paper 
mills, was destroyed.

MEDICAL CURE OF DUODENAL 
ULCER. 

Dr. Douglas Vanderhoof, of Rich- 
mond, Va., read a paper on the medi- 
cal cure of duodenal ulcer before the 
section on practice of medicine at 
the annual sessiun of the national 
medical association two years ago, 
and in closing the discussion said:

He has improved 
more in the ways that count than any of the leading modern fighters 
who have passed their 25th year. Always a heavyweight who showed 
promise’and then left some open gap, he seems to have all these gaps 
closed. 

I will try to give you a picture of Sharkey as he looked this 
afternoon under a steaming sun working out with Grosso end Paul 
Cavalier. Imagine a fellow six feet in height who weighs 206 
pounds in perfect condition. With these physical proportions to 
start with*you can then get « picture of this same man with almost 
as much speed as a t. A big man who is fast on his 
feet, fast with a big, -looking body and fast with both 
hands 


I have watched Sharkey at work in training and actual fighting for 
nearly five years. But I have. never seen the Boston Gob as he looked 
today, equipped with every weapon a champion needs ready to go on 
all eight cylinders. 


‘ THE’ MENTAL SIDE. 

The old Sharkey was inclined to flare up, to bluster now and then; 
to lose his head. 1 sat today with Sharkey, Jim Corbett and Benny 
Leonard and listened to Sharkey discuss various phases of the fight— 
this and other fights—all coolly and without any flare-ups. 1 watched 
him in the ring when Grosso and Cavalier landed now and then and 
in place of abandoning his program and swarming in, he went along with 
his work as if nothing had happened. He was a different Sharkey. 

Apparently he had lost none of his vicious attack when he 
got warmed up, but there was none of the rattle-brained tactics 
that now and then used to break up his pace. Grosso and Cava- 
lier are hardly set-ups for anyone, but they were so badly out- 
classed, both at boxing and punching, that neither was even close 
to causing any trouble. . ; 

Sharkey was moving with the smoothness of a fine machine. One 
point that was impressive was the speed with which he used either 
hand. I might say this point also impressed both Corbett and Leonard, 
who naturally appreciate what good two-handed hitting and boxing

MURDER AND SUICIDE 


SHOCKS CAMBRIDGE 


CAMBRIDGE, England, June 3.— 


(P)—Tragedy today enshrouded _his- 
toric Cambridge University when 
Douglas Newton [otts, a first-year 
undergraduate, shot and killed Dr. 
A. F. R. Wollaston, TT, noted Eng- 
lish explorer, scientist, physician and 
tutor and then fatally wounded him- 
self, 

Young Potts also shot and severe- 
ly wounded Detective Sergeant W il- 
lis who was taken to a hogpital and 
was expected to recover. 

The shooting took place in Dr. 
Wollaston’s room in Old King Col- 
lece. Dean Milner White this aft- 
ernoon said that Potts, who was an 
unusually bright student, suddenly 


left the college ten days ago. — 

Yesterday a message was received | 
from the London police saying that | 
Potts had been found there and was | 
returning to college. Doctor Wollas- | 
ton went to the station to meet the| 
student and the two men returned to | 
the tutor’s rooms where Detective Ser- | 
geant Willis was waiting. 

It appears that Potts was being 
interrogated on his unexplained ab- 
sence when he drew a revolver and 
shot Dr. Wollaston through the heart 
after shooting the policeman through 
the shoulder and leg. He then shot 
himself in the head. 

Dr. Wollaston had a noteworthy ca- 
reer. He was a fellow of the Roya! 
Geographical Society, a member of 
the Royal College of Surgeons and 
Physicians and accompanied numer- 
ous exploring expeditions. He did 
much work in Central Afriea and in 
New Guinea and held a number of 
medals for his achievements.

MACDONALD CREATES 
NEW CABINET POST 


LONDON, June 3.—(#)—Premier 
Ranisay MacDonald today announced 
inauguration of the offices of secretary 
of state for t : dominions and for the 
colonies, separate cabinet posts, as a 
departure in the empire government 
set-up. 

The office of secretary of state for 
dominions and colonies has been held 
by Lord Passfield. 

Premier MacDonald announced that 
J. H. Thomas, lord of the privy seal, 
will take the appointment of secretary 
of state for the dominions. 

Abolition of the dual office was re- 
garded as an extremely important 
change. The news was received with 
keen interest in the house of commons 
this afternoon. 

The premier said the approach of 
the imperial conference and the nature 
of its business necessitated a separa- 
tion of the dominions and colonial de- 
partments. 

The appointment of Mr. Thomas, he 
said, would necessitate readjustment 
of the machinery set up for dealing 
with unemployment, changes in which 
would be announced in due time, 

Mr. MacDonald’s announcement fol- 
lowed predictions made during the last 
few days that a cabinet change of some 
kind was imminent. 

‘The change was forecast owing to 
what had been called wide dissatisfac- 
tion in the labor party itself as well 
as outside it with the government’s 
unemployment policy, whereof Mr. 
Thomas was the chief director. 


Presbyterians Vote 
For Church Tribunal 


CINCINNATI, June 3.—(?)—The 
142nd Presbyterian general assembly 
of the U A. approved today an 
overture establishing a permanent ju- 
dicial commission as the supreme 
court of the church, but modified it 
to retain the concurrence of the as- 
sembly in the final action on all ju- 
dicial cases. 

The modification as agreed upon 
was that voting ministers and elders 
shall retain their privilege of deter- 
mining matters of doctrine and decid- 
ing judicial cases against church mem- 

rs. 

The general assembly also modified 
the plan so as to retain its present 
power of appointing the personnel of 
the judicial commission instead of 
relegating that privilege to the va- 
rious presbyteries as recommended.

CHICAGO, June 3.—(?)—Ominous 
crop conditions both north and south 
of the Canadiap boundary, together 
with shrinkage of the world’s wheat 
available supply lifted wheat values 
late today. 

High winds and dust storms were 
reported as again damaging spring 
wheat over wide areas, and the crop 


condition in Saskatchewan was fig- 
ured as having been reduced 5 per 
cent within the last week, world 
stocks of wheat were announced as 
down to but little more than 3,000,- 
000 bushels over the total at this 
time last year. 

In contrast with early declines to- 
day, wheat closed firm at virtually 
the top level, 1-2c to le a _ bushel 
higher than yesterday's finish. Corn 
closed 1-4c to 5-8c advance, oats 1-2c 
to 3-4c up, and provisions varying 
from 35c setback to a rise of 30c. 

At first the wheat market was 
largely dominated by monthly unoffi- 
cial estimates indicating that the 1930 
United States winter crop. will 
larger than was forecast a month 
ago. ‘Today's June crop summaries 
by private crop authorities put the 
sreedihe total domestic winter wheet 
this season at 644,000,000 _ bushels, 
compared with 554,000,000 bushels, 
the average unofficial estimate a month 
ago, and with the government's May 
estimate of 625,000,000 bushels. The 
new monthly reports, however, point- 
ed out that conditions in spring wheat 
territory are precarious as to subsoil 
moisture, and that more than usyal 
rainfalls are necessary for the spring 
on from now on until harvest. 

isguieting advices about renewal 
of dust storms came _ streaming in 
later from Canadian wheat territory, 
and similar reports were at hand also 
as to North Dakota and northwest 
Minnesota, These reports soon proved 
effective in turning the wheat market 
upward, and more than offset June 
monthly unofficial forecasts of a do- 
mestic spring wheat crop of 257,000,- 
000 bushels this season compared with 
252,000,000 bushels indicated a year 
ago. Meanwhile, too, numerous mes- 
sages from the southwest and por- 
tions of the west today gave stress 
to talk of prospective light yields of 
winter wheat on account of _ thin 
stands as well as short heads. In 
this connection, predictions were 
anent that threshing returns later 
will show lower yields than are at 
present looked for as a rule. 

Corn displayed independent 
strength from the outset and oats 
Traders in corn were 
inclined to be anxious about reports 
that general rains are needed all over 
the corn belt.

The improved demand for issues in the 
foreign list, particularly among’ the 
less active, continued and raised price 
levels, but the general tone of the 
market was dull. 

Easing of time money rates lent 
some strength to the best grade issues 
in the railroad, utility and industrial 
grours as shown by the averages, but 
their example was not emulated and 
there numerous bonds lost ground. 

For the first time in many years 
the 30-day time money rate. broke be- 
low 3 per cent, the rate for call money, 
and was quoted at 23-4 per cent bid 
and 3 per cent asked. Banks were 
said to be anticipating a possible 
plethora of money around June 15, 


the date of the new treasury financing. 
It-was the oversupply of funds around 
March 15 that gave the bond market 
its best rally of the year. 


The day’s gains raised many for- 
eign obligations close to 1930 high 
levels and some broke into new high 
ground.

Survey of U. S. Banks Shows

NEW YORK, June 3.—Only 785,- 
000 shares of stock changed hands on 
the New York stock exchange to noon, 
the smallest trading for that period 
since August of 1928, vr before the 
presidential campaign of that year 
got under way. Prices were again in- 
clined to sag. 

There was considerable discussion 
here today of the weekly statement of 
member banks throughout the country 
reporting to the federal reserve. There 
was a further weekly increase of $99,- 
000,000 in loans on securities and a 
further weekly decline of $68,000,000 
in commercial loans. 

Commercial loans now — to

Textile Research 
To Cost $1,500,000 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—(7)— 
Approximately $1,500,000 will be 
available for research for the textile 
industry under the textile foundation 
bill now awaiting President Hoover's 
Signature. 

e foundation is to be composed 
of the secretaries of commerce and 
agriculture and three textile experts 
to be named by the president with 
offices in Washington. It will be 
financed by donations from textile 
manufacturers and merchants and is 
expected to have a $1,500,000 fund 
now in the hands of the textile alli- 
ance to start operations. 

The textile alliance, created as a 
non-profit organization in 1914 to 
protect mill owners and prevent un- 
lawful exactions, deceptions and 
frauds in, the manufacture and sale 
of mill supplies, derived the $1,500.- 
{ from purchase and sale of dyes 
in 1919 at the request of the govern- 
ment. 

Disposition of the fund, however, 
has been held up pending court ad- 
judication of the matter. A _ settle- 
ment is expected soon, and as offi- 
cers of the alliance have expressed a 
desire that the money go for research 
little difficulty is expected in turning 
ee the funds to the new founda- 

ion. 

Once under way, the foundation 
would report annually to congress the 
results of its investigations.
